HERE will be but two Eclipſes this Year, both of th 
Sun, and both inviſible. 

I. The firſt will be on the twenty-fourth Day of May, 
32 Minutes paſt 8 o'Clack in the Evening; it will | 
2 great Eclipſe, but below the Horizon, and therefor 
inviſible, . | 

II. The ſecond will be on the ſeventeenth Day of Novembe 

about half after 5 o'Clock in the Morning; it is celebr 

ted in about 25 Degrees of the Celeftial Scorpion, 


Of ComeTs or BLAzZING-STARS. 
The late remarkable Comet, which for ſome Time malt its A 
pearance in our Hemiſphere, having been the Occafion of mui 
Enquiry ; I ſhall fill ſome of my wacant Pages with 4 fe. 
T howghtr on that Subject. | 
- 48 are a kind of temporary. Planets which appea 
only for a Seaſon, and then withdraw themſelves frot 
225 Sight. Plutarch informs us, that the Pythagorean Sei 
affirmeth, That a Comet is a fort of Planet er wwanderin 
Star, which appearetb again after a long interval of Ti 
Appolonius affirmed, that a Comet was a Star of its on 
ind, as the Sun and Moon are, that by its Motion 
cends very high in the Heavens, and is conſpicuous to 
nly when it deſcends into the lower Parts of its Orb. Senec 
braces this Opinion, and ſays, I cannot believe a Come 
i a Fire ſuddenly kindled, but that it ought to be rank 
[among the eternal Works of Nature,” &c. But the who] 
of the Peripatetichs, fearing Generations and Corruptiot 
ould be introduced into the Heavens, by placing Comets i 
them, thruſt all the Comets down into the fublunary Region 
d would maintain that they were only a kind of Meteors, 
Howbeit their Phenomena will by no means allow of the 
. {being placed fo low; it being certain from Obſervation, th 
they are ſubject to little or no ſenſible diurnal Parallax : at 
therefore inſtead of their being gendered like Meteors in © 
Atmoſphere, which does not aſcend above 50 Miles from tl 
Surface of our Eath, it is certain they are far beyond t 
Moon : Which immenſe Diſtance is the reaſon why they ma 
times appear to us as it were no bigger than a Point, But 
they are ſubje& to the Parallax of the Annual Orbit, it is m 
ifeſt they deſcend into the Region of the Planetary Syſtem. 
They revolve about the ſame Sun the Planets do, —are ſubj 
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the ſame Law of Gravitation, and would certainly fall to 
Sun, if their proſectile Velocities were ſtopped. Th 
bits are extremely Eccentrick ; ſo that when they aſcend 
warde their Aphelion, where the force of Gravitation to- 
rds the Sun is ſmall, and their projectile Velocity propor 
nably leſſened, they conſequently move forward in thei 
bits with a very flow Motion,which is probably the reaſo 
their being ſo long in performing their Revolutions round 


here their Velocity is greatly increaſed in Conſequence o 
eir near Approach to the Sun; ſo that they ſpend but 
all Part of their Time with us, before they withdraw them 
ves into Regions far Diſtant from our Sight, and ſpend the 
eateſt Part of their Time in travelling through the Void 
unreſiſting Space. 
Their apparent Magnitude has been obſerved to be very 
Ferent : Some which have been ſeen Hairy, without any 
ails, have appeared no bigger than a Star of the firſt or 
ond Magnitude : But ſome Authors give an Account of 
hers which have been ſeen much bigger; particularly that 
ich appeared in the Time of the Emperor Nero, which as 
neca relates, was not inferior in Magnitude to the Sun it-| 
f. That which appeared in the Year 1652. and obſerved 
Heveling, did not ſeem to be much leſs than the Moon 
pugh it did not emit ſo bright a Splendor ; but gave a pal 
d dim Light, and appeared with a diſmal Aſpect. Mo 
dmets are ſurrounded with an Atomſphere, conſiſting pro- 
bly of denſe Vapour, which blunts the Rays cf the Sun tha 
| upon it : Some, which have been ſeen to give a briſk 
d ſhining Light, have Atomſpheres probably not quite ſo; 
ſe. Their Heads are very ſolid, compact ard durable, 
herwiſe they could not endure ſuch a prodigious Degree of 
at, as ſome of them do in their Approach to the Sun; par-! 
ularly that remarkable Comet that appeared in the Year 
80, which in its Perihelion was not above one ſixth part of 
Sun's Diameter from his Surface. The Sun ſeen at that 
me from the Body of the Comet, would appear to fill the 
ateſt part of the Heavens: Its apparent Diameter would 
be leſs than 120 Degrees; and therefore the Heat re; 
ved from thence, muſt be prodigiouſly intenſe beyoad Ima- 
ation, two thouſand Times at leaſt greater than that : 
y re 
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"red-hot Iron; which this Comet could never have endured, 
jf it had been nothing but Vapours and Exhalations from th 
Earth and Planets, as ſome have dream'd, but muſt have been 
quite deſtroyed and diſſipated. 
( Their Tail is a luced Train of the moſt ſabtile Emanations 
projected with an immenſe force from the Heads, after having 
been ſufficiently rarified and attenusted/in the Neighbourhood 
of the Sun; they are probably darted out every way equal} 
round the Heads ; but are driven back from the Part whic 
is towards the Sun, as though there was a mutual repulſion be 
tween them and the Sun Beams; and in this Scituation the 
are always ſeen. | | 
The Ancients ſuppoſed that .Comets were ever portentou 
of ſome dire Event; and ſome even among our ſelves have 
thought them capable of producing very extraordinary Effect: 
ſach as great Tempeſts, Hurricanes, Inundations, and Alte. 
'rations of Rivers and Channels of Seas, &c. and laſtly, De 
luges and Confligrations on the planetary Bodies, &c. But 
1% my own Part I believe them to be capable of no ſuel 
' miohty Feats, nor indeed of any other than that of a certaii 
Panic into which great Numbers of People are general! 
thrown by ſuch Appearances, unleſs ſome Alteration is pro 
'duced in the Conſtitution of our Atmoſphere by large Quan 
tities of their Effluvia incorporsting with it, then indeed w 
may be obnoxious to the Effects which ſuch an Alteration mu 
naturally produce; and if the matter of which theſe EMuvi 
;confiſt, is of a noxious, heterogeneous Quality, ſo that mixin 
with our Atmoſphere, it comes to be degenerated and corru 
ted; nothing very ſalutary can be expected: But if the 
Efluvia ate of quite a contrary Qnality (which is moſt like! 
from ſuch rarified and well refined Matter as the Tail of 
Comet appears to conſiſt of) then they muſt certainly be pr: 
ductive of quite the contrary Effeft: :—So that though u 
may jvſtly fear «alarming Conſequences” from aboundir 
Vice, yet no one need be alarmed by the late Appearance of 
Comet, as it is no ways likely it can paſſibly be productive.
